The reason /or the rush is that 
luring the last year it has become 
necessary for great num bers of por­ 
ous to furnish proof of American 
fitizeftship by showing they were 
x)rn in the United States. 
Certificates Exceed IOO 
Mr. Renner kept no record of the 
lumber of certificates issued or of 
he scores of requests for inform a- 
ion not on hand at the court house. 
He estimated th at IOO or more cer­ 
in cates have been issued during the 
ast 12 months. In other years not 
nore than a dozen such requests 
vere received in an average 12- 
nonth period. 
Many who go to the county bulld­ 
og seeking copies of their birth cer- 
ificates are disappointed for the 
aly period covered by records there 
xtends from 1893 through 1905. Be- 
ore 1893 no records were kept ex­ 
i t i n g a few incomplete and gen­ 
ially inaccurate recordings of 1852.

State Bureau Swamped 
And because im migration authori­ 
ses have tightened up on regula­ 
r s for United States tourists re- 
irning from Canada, some travelers 
tight here a birth certificate as the 
•est proof of citizenship. 
In addi­ 
ng there were requests from pros­ 
pective candidates for the Army and 
Tavy in need of proof of citizen- 
hip. 
In most of the latte r cases 
he applicants had to be referred 
a the bureau of vital statistics at 
Harrisburg for inform ation covering 
periods since January I, 1906. 
The 
state bureau has been 
swamped 
with similar requests from all parts 
of the state. 
The delving into old birth records 
has uncovered many m istakes made 
by registers and a num ber of court 
orders have been handed down cor­ 
recting names or dates on the offi­ 
cial records.

Slieoly, of Gettysburg, was the fea­ 
ture of the January meeting of the 
Gettysburg chapter, Daughters of

D. Lippy, Sr., Cham bersburg street, 
on Friday afternoon. 
The regent, Mrs. C. E. Bilheimer, 
presided 
and 
presented 
Judge 
Sheely. 
He first spoke briefly on 
naturalization which he regarded 
as a most difficult subject because 
there are so many rules, applicable 
in specific cases. It is the duty of 
the local court to receive the cer­ 
tificate of a candidate from the 
board of natuialization and then 
see to it th a t th e candidate passes 
his exam ination before the court. 
Judge Sheel.y then spoke of the 
word—“Patriotism .’' of its various 
meanings and of die duties of those 
who are really patriotic. The word 
may have several 
definitions. It 
may m ean love of country, willing­ 
ness to make 
sacrifices for the 
country, or an interest in the prin­ 
ciples of a country. 
One synonym 
given a philanthropy. 
Many peo­ 
ple consider only the dram atic as­ 
pect of patriotism , remembering the 
activities of th e soldiers in the var­ 
ious wars in which this country has 
taken part, the Judge explained. 
Too m any people demand bene­ 
fits from their government and try 
to get out of their duties, the speak­ 
er said.

had returned from Huntingdon and 
could not get a job, asked to be re­ 
turned for the two years of his pa­ 
role because he was afraid he would 
violate it. the judge revealed.

Job was found for him and he made 
good. 
Another, who was refused 
even a ride to a job he had. is be­ 
coming em bittered against society. 
Still a third, who had a court rec­ 
ord as an embezzler, but who had 
splendid background and training.

Cairo headquarters of the army of 
the Nile said almost half of the fas­ 
cist defense positions and between a 
quarter and a third of the 20,000 
men the retreating 
Italians had 
posted, .at seaport base had been 
captured. 
Greeks Also Gain 
Greece too, claimed gains against 
the 
Italians—an 
advance 
which 
breached their lines in the central 
Albanian sector and opened the way 
“for an im portant development of 
the war.” 
A German radio broadcast heard 
in New York said there had been no 
change in the reich’s formal rela­ 
tions with Greece, although Italians 
have announced the dispatch of a 
German air corps to assist Italy “in 
the M editerranean basin.” 
The radio said a reply to a ques­ 
tion as to whether Germ an airmen 
would fight against Greece was de­ 
clined by a spokesman “on the 
ground of incompetency to impart 
information on m ilitary matters." 
. Premier General John Metaxa., 
renewed his prediction of Greek vic­ 
tory in a war which he said was 
aimed “to secure the inde|»endence 
and integrity of our country." 
Nazis “Answer” Ireland 
In the central sector of Albania. 
he Greeks reported their forces 
breached Italian defenses, opening 
the way ior an “im portant develop­ 
m ent” 
in drives 
toward Va Iona, 
Berat, and Elbasani. 
Desperate 
Italian 
counter-at- 
acks in the Klisura-TepGeni area 
failed to stem the Greeks, said dis­ 
patches from Athens, which report­ 
ed Italian tanks put to “headling 
flight.” 
Neutral Ireland’s (Eire’s) aecium- 
ion th at G erm an airm en were re­ 
sponsible for bombs dropped in the 
Dublin area, and the government’s 
demand for reparations and assur­ 
ances against further attacks elicit­ 
'd this response from an authorized 
German spokesman in Berlin: 
"Those bombs are English, or they 
are imaginary.” 
Some sections of the Irish press 
called for an im m ediate session of 
parliament 
until the situation 
Is 
clarified. 
Britons also put the blame on 
Germany, but m any were at a loss 
to explain the reason for the attacks 
unless it was a nazi attem pt to get 
the British to divert British troops 
to the west coast across from Ire­ 
land. 
Bremen Attacked Again 
Some British sources suggested 
that the nazis were trying to force 
the neutral republic bito the war 
with the hope of seizing Irish bases 
as jumping off spots for an invasion 
of England or for new blows at Brit­ 
ish shipping. 
British bombers were reported to 
have smashed for the third succes­ 
sive night at tile im portant German 
| port and industrial city of Bremen. 
The raid, in which new fires were 
said to Ila vc been touched off near 
the blackened wreckage left by pre­ 
vious assaults, was the R.A.F.’s 55th 
attack on tile city, the British de­ 
clared. 
Overnight, too, nazi air raiders 
made a prolonged attuek on Bristol 
in the u'est of England . The British 
said “a number of people were killed 
and other injured." buildings dam ­ 
aged and fires started. 


Chambersburg to Or­ 
ganize Company of 
80 Men 


In six weeks Company E, local 
unit of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard, will go to Indiantown Gap 
for a year of active duty leaving this 
community without a military unit. 
In Cham bersburg there has been 
a proposal to organize an infantry 
company of 80 men and three of­ 
ficers as a home guard company 
during the absence of the National 
Guard company in that city. 
The 
move has been sponsored by vet­ 
erans’ organizations and the cap­ 
taincy is to be offered to a United 
Spanish war veteran. 
Enlistment 
would 
be for one year. 
Several 
sportsm en’s clubs in Franklin coun­ 
ty have asked to be affiliated with 
the veterans’ groups in the move 
to form the home guard unit. 
A canvass of officers of Veterans’ 
groups in Gettysburg showed today 
that no movement of the sort has 
been proposed here. 
The subject of the formation of 
home guard units in Pennsylvania 
was m entioned today in an Asso­ 
ciated Press dispatch from H arris­ 
burg which stated there may be an 
adm inistration suggestion to amend 
he Reserve Militia act under which 
Pennsylvania is perm itted a home 
guard for emergencies, such as was 
established 
in 
some 
communities 
during the World war years. Major 
General Edward M artin, adjutant 
general and 
commander 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania National Guard, said 
some slight” am endm ents are need­ 
ed to bring it up to date. 
“Pennsylvania doesn’t really need 
a home guard of the size or to the 
extent most other states in the 
union would have, because of its big 
state police force <1,600 m en),” M ar­ 
tin pointed out.

He 
succeeds Raymond W. (Ducky) Pond 
whom he assisted the last two sea­ 
sons. 
A bombshell bursting on the Elis’ 
campus couldn’t have caused any 
more surprise than the statement by 
Athletic Director Ogden Miller. 
Miller, disclosing the appointment, 
indicated that Yale had not inten­ 
tions of de-emphasizing football, 
which it first played In 1872. 
Coached Mississippi .State 
Nelson, 35, who resigned as head 
coach at Mississippi State to come 
here in 1939 as a line tutor, was ill 
with a touch of flu when the news 
broke. He was told to pick his own 
staff which it was said he would 
name soon. 
The new Elis’ mentor 
has also coached at 
Iowa and 
Louisiana State university. 
Pond, a former Yale football hero 
and head coach since 1934, was re­ 
ported to have accepted his dis­ 
charge philosophically, stating th at 
It was ’’one of the risks of the job.” 
His plans were Indefinite. Under a 
Yale athletic association serverance 
agreement, he must be paid for next 
season, however, some $8 000. Nelson, 
it was understood, signed for much 
less. 
In leaving Yale, Pond follows his 
first 
lieutenant, 
Earle 
(Greasy) 
Neale, who resigned recently to take 
charge of Pittsburgh in the Nation­ 
al Pro Football league. 
Want Good Teams at Yale 
'Few of our graduates enter the 
profession of football coaching, and 
with the great development and in­ 
creasing complexity of the modern 
game, we looked beyond the limits 
of our own alumni body,” explained 
Miller. 
“We are determined to have good 
football teams at Yale,” he declared, 
adding “we believe in the game, the 
benefits it brings to the many boys 
who participate in it, and the inter­ 
est it has for the alumni. * * * w e 
shall continue to play games with 
teams representing universities with 
which we have had long associa­ 
tions, and we are certain that, over 
the years, Yale will retain its tra ­ 
ditional excellence in football.”

3 Changes in Rules 
Aid Football Offense 


Clementon, lf. J., Jan 4 CAJ*)— 
The wide*open type of football ha* 
been given a big boo'd for 1941 by 
the National collegiate rules com­ 
mittee. 
Winding up a three-day closed 
meeting at Pine Valley golf 
club 
yesterday, the committee announced 
three major rule changes 
which 
come as a definite aid to 
the of­ 
fense. They are: 
1. 
Elimination of the touchback 
on Incomplete forward passes Into 
the end zone on fourth down. 
2. 
Permitting free substitutions 
at any time (under the old rule the 
same player could not be substitut­ 
ed twice in the same ouarter. 
3. Allowing the ball to be handled 
forward at any point behind tile 
line of scrimmage and to any player. 
Foremost of the changes 
is the 
elimination of (the old touchback 
forward pass on fourth down. Now. 
if a “last chance” pass falls incom­ 
plete over the goal line, the 
de­ 
fending team will take over at the 
point where the play had started 
instead of on the 20-yard line, as In 
the past. 
Along with the “free .substitu­ 
tions” change, the committee 
also 
did away with the rule which forbid 
an incoming substitute to commu­ 
nicate with his team until after the 
ball had been put into play. 
An­ 
other Innovation is that when sub­ 
stitutions are made in the last two 
minutes of play in either the first 
or second half, the watch will be 
stopped as usual when the player 
comes on the field, but will be 
started again as soon as the actual 
substitution is completed. 
The committee declared that any 
forward handing of the bidi behind 
•the line of scrimmage 
henceforth 
will be treated as backward 
pass, 
but it emphasized that it must be 
handed, not passed. 
The group also looked with favor 
on recoin mend a t ions that standard 
numbers be adopted for players In 
various positions, as an ald to spec­ 
tators, but said it “recognized that 
several years will be necessary to 
effect the change.”
